TO HOLDERS OF CERTIFICATES, 


Congress is making frantic efforts just now to 
efface the “gold brick” feature from the insur­ 
ance certificates granted to ex-service men as 
adjusted compensation for their periods of serv- 
iee.

Congress could have avoided much of the com­ 
plaint, had congress made provision, at the time 
of the legislation was enacted, for direct loans 
from the government to the soldiers. As if often 
the case, however, the law-makers failed to con­ 
sider this feature, until a public clamor arose 
when many ex-service men were turned down at 
banking institutions, when they applied for the 
amounts due under the loan clauses of their cer­ 
tificates. 
The loan values became effective on January 
1, but that date being a legal holiday and the 
following day a Sunday, the veterans did not be­ 
gin besieging the banks until January 3, With­ 
in 48 hours there was a howl from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic when banks showed no disposi­ 
tion to make the loans with the certificates as 
collateral.

The Daily expressed belief at the time that as 
soon as the banks had an opportunity to consider 
the applications, they would be accepted. Bank­ 
ers usually are not grim personages, seeking 
whom they can devour. 
It was natural 
that 
when the applications began to pour into them in 
dozens and hundreds, that they should become 
cautious. 
It is extgpmely likely that in many instances 
former service men made applications for loans 
to banks where they were not personally known. 
This was a mistake which the soldier and the 
banker did not foresee. In order for a bank to 
loan money safely on one of the insurance cer­ 
tificates, it is necessary that the bank official 
making the loan be entirely satisfied that the 
applicant is the person named in the certificate, 
’llfpm ut such a safeguard, the interests of cer­ 
tificate holders and bankers alike would be en­ 
dangered.

Now that reporte reeeived at Washington de­ 
clare that complaints that loanfl^ ate not avail­ 
able are scarce, congressmen, no doubt, will at­ 
tempt to have the ex-service men believe that it 
was the threat of direct government loans which 
brought about a changed viewpoint on the part 
of tee banker. 
The Daily cannot believe that 
such is the case. 
In the first place the adjusted insurance cer­ 
tificates were not what the 
ex-service 
men 
wanted. 
He desired something in the way of 
cash which he could use as a tangible asset im­ 
mediately after the war in getting started again 
in civilian life after his period of military serv­ 
ice. Not getting any cash, it was to be expected
